Bill

Rank in Navy. 


Washington, Feb. 14.—Six vice ad­ 
mirals for the American navy would 
be authorized under a bill passed by 
the senate after an extended debate 
in which senators told of how the 
commander of the battleship fleet in 
Mexican waters might have to take 
orders from a ranking foreigner. 
The 
navy has been appealing for years for 
revival of a higher grade than rear 
admiral. 
Secretary Daniels was pleased by 
the senate’s action and expressed con­ 
fidence that the measure would pass 
the house promptly and be signed by 
the president. 
‘‘The 
ablest, 
best 
and 
most 
re­ 
sourceful officers will be chosen for 
the new grade,” he added, “ not neces­ 
sarily the present seniors in rank."

BURDICK ENTERS THE RACE 


Williston Republican a Candidate for 
North Dakota Governor. 
Williston. N. D., Feb. 14.— Usher L. 
Burdick made formal announcement 
of his candidacy for the Republican 
nomination for governor, saying in 
part: 
“ Until the close of the June primary 
I shall be a candidate for governor of 
this state. 
Whether I shall be a can­ 
didate after that time depends en­ 
tirely upon the Republican voters.

FILE $50,000,000 MORTGAGE 


Covers All Property of Swift & Co.

Kansas City, Feb. 14.—A $50,000,000 
mortgage upon all property in the 
United States of Swift & Co., pack­ 
ers, was filed in Kansas City, Ran., 
by the First Trust and Savings com­ 
pany of Newr York city. 
The mortgage is to guarantee a 
bond issue to run thirty years at 5 per 
cent. 
Ten million dollars in bonds 
will be issued at once, $25,000,000 
will be issued as the company may 
direct and $15,000,000 will be issued 
to acquire new property. 


MINNESOTA SECURES

Dallas, Tex., Feb. 14.— Minne­ 
sota soil won another big vic­ 
tory when a sample of spring 
wheat grown by G. D. Van 
Sickle of Warren, Minn., was 
awarded 
sweepstakes 
prize 
from the Northern zone at the 
national corn and grain show. 
This means that Minnesota has 
outclassed all other states in 
that section in the growing of 
wheat as well as in the grow­ 
ing of corn. 


Norfolk, 
Va., 
Feb, 
14.— Battling 
against the fury of a northwest gale, 
in a blinding snow storm, two steam­ 
ers went ashore a few miles from the 
Virginia capes. 
One of them is the 
British steamer Katherine Park and 
the other is an unidentified tramp. 
The Katherine Park stranded off 
Smith island, a few miles from Cape 
Charles. 
The 
unidentified 
vessel 
struck the beach near the Cape Henry 
lifesaving station. 
Lifesavers, despite the high seas 
and blinding snow storm, launched 
a boat and reached the side of Kath­ 
erine Park. 
The lifesavers offered to 
take off her crew, but they declined 
to leave, her captain believing there 
was no danger and hoping to float the 
vessel without assistance. 
When the storm increased and the 
sea became higher the helpless craft 
blew signals of distress. The revenue 
cutter Onondaga at the Norfolk navy 
yard was ordered to the scene. 
Tho 
wrecking tug Rescue, which had been 
standing by the sunken steamer Mon­ 
roe, also went to the aid of the help­ 
less vessel. 
Last reports front the scene stated 
that the steamer was well up on the 
beach, that high seas were breaking 
against her and bounding over her 
decks.

New York, Feb. 14.—An entrance 
fee of £100 and formal application in 
the competition for a prize of $50,000 
offered for the first successful flight 
f Jte* the Atlantic in an air craft was 
£i.jled by the Aero Club of America 
to the Royal Aero Club of Great B ri­ 
tain on behalf of the hydro-aeroplane 
now building for Rodman Wanamak- 
er. 
The cable message says that the 
approximate breadth of the planes of 
the Wanamaker flyer will be eight 
feet, length eighty feet. 
The machine 
will have a twenty horsepower motor 
and a fuel tank capacity of 400 gal­ 
lons. 
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TWO PEACE PACTS SIGNED 


Bryan 
Concludes Conventions 
With 
Costa Rica and Switzerland. 
Washington, Feb. 14.— The twelfth 
of the Bryan peace treaties was sign­ 
ed when Secretary Bryan, for the 
United States, 
and Minister 
Calvo. 
for Costa Rica, affixed 
their signa­ 
tures to an agreement which provides 
for the investigation by an interna­ 
tional commission for a year of all 
misunderstandings between the two 
countries which cannot be adjusted by 
diplomatic means. 
A similar convention between the 
United States and 
Switzerland also 
was signed. 


Monroe 
Captain 
Believes 
Collision 
Could Have Been Avoided. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 14.— Captain Ed­ 
ward E. Johnson, commander of the 
steamship 
Monroe, testified 
in the 
trial of Captain Osrnyn Berry of the 
steamship 
Nantucket, 
that 
if 
he 
(Johnson) had violated the interna­ 
tional rules of the high seas, he prob­ 
ably could have avoided the collision 
of the two ships and the consequent 
loss of forty-one 
lives. 
This 
was 
brought out in his cross-examination 
by counsel for Captain Berry, who is 
charged with negligence. 
The international rules provide that 
In case of fog a steam vessel hearing, 
apparently forward of her beam, the 
fog signal of a vessel, the position of 
which is not ascertained, so far as 
circumstances permit shall stop her 
engines and then navigate with cau­ 
tion until danger of collision is over. 


STRIKING MINER IS KILLED 


Deputy 
Sheriff 
Probably 
Mortally 
Wounded in Battle. 
Colliers, W. Va., Feb. 14.—James 
Moore, a striking miner, was killed 
and Harry Lucas, a deputy sheriff, was 
perhaps mortally wounded in a riot 
at the mines of the W est Virginia 
and 
Pittsburg Coal company, near 
here. 
Moore, who had been living 
with other strikers in a tent near the 
mine since last September, when the 
strike was declared, is alleged to have 
attacked Lucas. 
Other strikers and a 
number of strikebreakers were nearby 
and the shooting became general. 


PLEADS FOR EUGENIC LAW 


Dean 
Sumner Asks Abolishment of 
Double Morality Standard. 
Duluth, Feb. 14.— “ If a man wants 
to sell shoe laces,’’ declared W alter T. 
Sumner, dean of the Episcopal cathe­ 
dral of Chicago, in an address before 
the Northeastern Minnesota Teachers’ 
association here, “ he first must get 
a recommendation of his character be­ 
fore a license is granted him, but if 
he wants to marry and bring children 
into the world the law makes abso­ 
lutely no inquiry into his character or 
condition.” 
He pleaded for the abol­ 
ishment of the double standard of 
morality and defended eugenic laws.

CANAL TOLLS CAUSE TALK.

Adopted to Repeal Law, It Is Bound 
to Cause Spirited Fight— Boldness of 
Wilson 
Illustrated 
In 
Repudiating 
Platform Plank.

14.—[Special.]-- 
Congress will have to work night nm! 
day if it is to get through by the tat cf 
July, although the congressional lead 
ers have fixed the 1st of June as the 
probable date of adjournment. 
President Wilson has expressed his 
confidence in the ability of congress 
to conclude its work in time for an 
early adjournment, although he hun 
laid out it program of legislation which 
will mean busy time's. 
The president 
knows how the currency bill was push­ 
ed by, although many men predicts! 
that it would not be passed for sev­ 
eral months. 
In order to accomplish 
this result the senate met at IO o’efink 
in the morning and adjourned at l l 
o'clock at night. 
It must In* remembered, however, 
that ti great deal of outside pressure 
was exerted. 
There was an impend 
lug money panic, or at least a tighten­ 
ing of the money market, on account 
of the fear the banks expressed over 
what might happen in currency legis­ 
lation. Everybody realized that it was 
necessary to have quick action on 
account of 
the financial condition- 
throughout the country. 


They Wanted a Recess. 
Then there was this further induce 
ment: 
President Wilson had express­ 
ed the opinion, amounting to a com 
maud, that congress would not adjourn 
for the Christmas holidays until the 
currency bill was enacted into law’. As 
usual, the senators consulted their con 
venience only. They wanted that holt 
(lay recess, and so they put on the 
pressure and passed the currency bill. 


Panama Canal Tolls. 
No matter what method 
may be 
adopted to repeal the free toll provi­ 
sion in the Panama canal law, it is 
bound to cause a lot of talk. The easi­ 
est way is to pass a simple little bill 
providing that the exemption shall not 
take effect until after there has been 
some sort of diplomatic agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. 
The hardest way will be to 
repeal outright the provision exempting 
American coastwise shipping from the 
charges of toils when passing through 
the canal. Congress will lie compelled 
to revise itself, and the Democratic 
platform adopted at Baltimore specifi­ 
cally declared in favor of free ship­ 
ment for the American coastwise trade. 
It is another evidence of the boldness 
of President Wilson in absolutely re­ 
pudiating that plank in the platform 
and announcing that he intends to se­ 
cure the repeal of the legislation iu this 
congress. 


Increase For the Navy. 
The navy is assured of twTo battle­ 
ships and three or fear vice admirals. 
For years the two battleship program 
prevailed during Roosevelt’s adminis­ 
tration. 
Roosevelt wanted a program 
of four battleships a year, but w*as 
forced to a compromise of two each 
year. 
Democrats when they took con­ 
trol of the house cut the naval program 
down to one battleship each year. 
As 
Secretary Daniels, backed by President 
Wilson, bas declared in favor of two 
battleships, the present congress is a1 
most sure to adopt that plan. 
For years a Republican administra­ 
tion and a Republican congress were 
unable to get even two vice admirals 
for the navy, although it was conceded 
that there should be officers of that 
rank to command the different fleets. 
It is probable now that four or five vice 
admirals may be provided, one for each 
important fleet. 


Wouldn’t Bs Driven. 
In the last days of November three 
Democratic 
senators 
were 
coming 
away from the capitol, aud a friend 
jocularly said to them: 
"I see that you are not going to get 
your usual holiday this year. 
The 
president says you must stay here and 
pass the currency bill before you ad­ 
journ.” 
“ Like thunder we will stay here 
through the holidays,” remarked one. 
“ and there won’t be any currency bill 
until the 1st of April. 
W e’re not to be 
driven.” 
And his fellow senators nod­ 
ded assent. 
And yet that currency bill wits sign­ 
ed before Christmas, and these and 
other senators were away on u three 
weeks’ vacation.

McElwee, who made the 
opening statement for the defense, de­ 
clared that it will be shown that 
Flanagan and Turner have enjoyed 
good reputations, that W illie Wolff 
formerly was a “ stool pigeon” for the 
police department and that Nina Clif­ 
ford and May Burke had practiced ex­ 
tortion among the women of the un­ 
derworld long before 
Flanagan be­ 
came acting chief of police and before 
Turner was made license inspector. 
He said the defense will show the 
Dorsey deal was planned by Wolff, 
Burke and Clifford: that it was extor­ 
tion and that Flanagan and Turner 
did not receive a dollar out of the deal 
and had no knowledge of it.

President of Concern

Is Custodian of Funds for 


Many Men Now on Strike— Denies 


Peonage, 
Interference With Malls 


or Violating Immigration Laws. 


Denver, 
Feb. 
14.—The 
Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company is custodian 
for $400,000 of the money of its em­ 
ployes, most of them on a strike, ac­ 
cording to the statement of Jesse P. 
Welborn, president of the company, 
to the congressional committee Inves­ 
tigating the miners’ strike. 
Mr. Welborn also testified that is 
the case of two disasters of recent 
years the average sum paid by tbs 
company to the relatives of dead min­ 
ers was $1,000. 
He said John D. Rockefeller was a 
stockholder in the company, but de­ 
nied he controlled the corporation. 
The witness denied his company 
had been guilty of peonage, interfer­ 
ence with the mails or violation of tbs 
immigration laws. 
Before Mr. Welborn took the stand 
Chairman Foster questioned John C. 
Osgood, chairman of the board of dL 
rectors of the Victor American Fuel 
company, as to his views on indus­ 
trial questions: 
Mr. Osgood said he 
did not believe in compulsory arbitra­ 
tion in labor troubles. 
" I think it does not benefit the pub­ 
lic to regulate business by law.” the 
witness replied. 
"I think I am the 
best judge of bow to operate my af­ 
fairs and if I do not deal fairly I will 
be punished through the operation of 
the natural economic laws.” 


MINERS' DEMANDS REJECTED 


Formal Vote by Conference Refuses 
Requests. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 14.— The demands 
of the coal miners for increased wages 
and other concessions, as well as a 
proposition of tile operators offering 
to renew the present wage agreement, 
were put to a vote at the joint con­ 
ference of the operators and miners 
of the central competitive bitumin­ 
ous field and both were defeated in 
their entirety. 
These ballots were 
mere formalities, it was said. 
After the balloting a motion was 
carried to take up the eleven demands 
of the miners separately.
